If  the  ground 
is  well  spaded  before  planting  but  one  hand  weeding  is  necessary  and  that  to  take  the  weeds  from  the  rows. 
After  that  scratch  the  surface  with  a claw  weeder  or  steel  rake  once  or  twice  a week  imtil  the  plants  shade 
the  soil.  No  further  care  is  necessary. 

If  the  bed  is  along  a fence  or  hedge,  plant  tall  varieties  at  the  back,  selecting  others  that  will  graduate 
slowly  down  to  the  front.  A very  good  combination  is  Giant  Zinnias,  Scabiosa,  Larkspur  (annual),  and 
French  Marigold,  arranged  from  back  to  front  in  the  order  named.  Circular  beds  may  be  set  off  to  advan- 
tage with  an  edging  of  Alyssum  or  Ageratum.  Ribbon  beds  are  better  if  planted  with  but  one  variety. 
Our  list  is  not  an  extensive  one,  but  there  is  sufficient  variety  that  all  can  have  flowers  who  will  devote 
a little  time  and  attention  to  their  care,  and  experience  is  not  necessary  to  produce  many  of  our  most 
popular  varieties.  For  the  beginner  we  would  suggest  such  kinds  as  Alyssum,  Asters,  Calliopsis,  Centaurea, 
Cosmos,  Nasturtiums,  Dianthus,  Poppies,  Verbenas,  and  Zinnias.

HOW  TO  SOW  FLOWER  SEEDS 

Flower  seeds,  for  the  most  part,  are  vep^  small,  and  unless 
the  few  simple  rules  governing  their  germinating  and  growing 
are  followed,  either  partial  or  complete  failure  will  ensue.  What 
is  really  a very  simple  proposition  when  understood,  seems  like 
a very  difficult  matter  to  those  who  are  inexperienced  in  the 
sowing  of  flower  seeds.  By  fixing  the  following  rules  in  your 
mind,  it  will  be  quite  impossible  to  go  wrong,  and  your  efforts 
should  be  attended  with  every  success. 

The  Soil  very  careful  not  to  sow  before  the  ground  be- 
1 uc  uuii.  cQmes  warm  enough.  The  month  of  May,  in  the 
latitude  of  New  Jersey,  is  usually  the  best  time,  and  in  more 
northerly  or  southerly  latitudes  earlier  or  later  according  to  sea- 
son. Pulverize  the  soil  first  and  make  the  surface  as  smooth, 
fine,  and  level  as  possible.  The  richer  the  soil,  the  stronger  the 
plants,  and  the  more  profuse  in  bloom.  Therefore  work  into  it 
thoroughly  rotted  manure;  better  yet,  mould  formed  from  de- 
cayed leaves. 


Planfintf  flia  Discretion  must  be  used  in  sowing  the 

ridaungl.aeoccu.  All  seeds  are  not  sown  alike.  For 

example,  small,  delicate  seeds  should  merely  be  sown  on  the 
surface,  some  barely  pressed  into  the  soil,  and  others  fully 
p^inch  deep.  A good  rule  to  follow  is  to  cover  four  times  as 
deep  as  diameter  of  the  seed.  Seed  like  portulaca,  for  instance, 
is  to  be  merely  sprinkled  on  the  surface  of  the  ground  and 
barely  covered  with  very  finely  sifted,  light,  mellow  soil.  Press 
the  soil  down  firmly  over  the  seed  with  a board  or  a brick.  Get 
an  ordinary  wooden  yardstick  or  piece  of  lath  and  press  the 
edge  of  it  down  into  the  soil  evenly,  so  as  to  make  a groove  of 
about  the  depth  that  the  seed  is  to  be  planted.  Scatter  the 
seed  along  this  narrow  little  groove.  Then  turn  the  yardstick 
or  lath  fiat  over  the  groove  thus  made  and  press  down  the  soil 
firmly.  If  you  can  find  some  moss,  dampen  it  and  sprinkle 
pieces  of  it  over  the  area  sown.  This  will  cause  the  seed  to 
germinate  more  freely  and  prevent  the  soil  from  baking.  When 
the  seedlings  have  started  to  grow  nicely,  they  should  be  care- 
fully and  sufficiently  thinned  out  to  prevent  them  from  being 
injured  by  crowding.  Tall-growing  sorts  should  be  properly 
supported  to  avoid  damage  from  wind  or  rain.

The  picture  on  this  page  illustrates  the  ease  and  simplicity 
of  planting  Seedtape.  Every  child  should  be  taught  to  love 
flowers — nearly  all  children  do.  They  should  also  be  taught 
how  to  raise  them.  Seedtape  enables  them  to  do  the  planting 
skillfully  and  with  the  least  amount  of  effort.  Here  you  see 
them  doing  it.  Note  the  straight  rows.  See  how  simple  it  is: 
You  make  a narrow  little  trench  of  the  depth  given  on  the 
packet.  Then  you  unroll  the  tape  in  it  as  fast  as  you  walk. 
After  that  you  cover  the  trench  with  soil  and  tamp  lightly.  If 
the  ground  is  dry.  water  carefully  before  covering,  first  removing 
the  sprayer  from  the  watering-can  and  being  careful  not  to  wet 
the  sides  of  the  trench.  (Seedtape  will  germinate  in  ground  that 
is  moist  enough  to  germinate  loose  seeds.)  This  brings  up  an- 
other advantage  of  flower  Seedtape.  Often  very  fine  seeds, 
such  as  petunias  and  portulacas,  are  washed  away  by  watering 
or  rain;  this  is  impossible  with  Seedtape  for  the  seeds  are  firmly 
held  in  place  by  the  tape  until  they  sprout.

Plant  in  rows  15  inches  apart;  cover  seed  ><inch  deep,  \^'hen  seedlings  are  2 inches 
high,  thin  out  from  6 to  12  inches  apart.  Cutting  the  flowers  regularly  insures  longer  blooming  period.  Seedtape  makes 
thinning  out  unnecessary.

Thin  2 
inches  apart.  For  massed  beds,  sow  broadcast,  sift  the  soil  on,  and  carefully  press  down  with  aboard.

Given  favorable  weather 
and  soil,  the  plants  will  spread  and  cover  the  ground  like  a mat.

PLANTING  GUIDE 


HELPFUL  HINTS 


HOW  TO  PLANT  PAKRO  SEEDTAPE 

First  you  dig  a shallow  trench.  Tlien  unroll  the  Seedtape  in  it  as  fast  as  you  walk.  After  you  plant  the  tape  and  cover  it  over  with  the 
dry  soil,  take  a narrow  strip  of  wood  and  tamp  the  trench  firmly  as  shown  above.  Do  not  pack  it  down,  but  tamp  firmly.  After  this,  water 
thoroughly.  Then  water  regularly,  as  you  would  any  other  seed  planted.  Another  satisfactory^  method  is  to  wet  the  tape  in  the  trench  before 
covering  (as  shown  above)  being  careful  not  to  wet  the  soil  which  you  use  to  fill  the  trench  as  this  will  cause  it  to  bake. 


Decide  early  how  much  ground  you  will  use  and 
what  you  will  plant. 

Plow  or  spade  before  the  ground  freezes,  if  you 
can.  A little  fertilizer  or  manure  will  insure  better 
crops. 

Many  soils  require  an  application  of  lime  in  order 
to  get  best  results.  Apply  the  lime  lightly  in  the  fall 
and  work  it  into  the  top  soil. 

Study  our  catalog,  and  order  your  Seedtape  and 
loose  seeds  early. 

Don’t  cover  the  seed  too  deep.  It  will  germinate 
more  quickly  if  only  a little  soil  is  on  the  seed. 
See  full  cultural  directions  on  our  packets. 

Leave  the  garden  alone  until  the  plants  come  up. 
If  you  have  sowed  bulk  seeds,  thin  rows  after  plants 
are  up  an  inch  or  two.  Using  Seedtape  reduces 
thinning  to  a minimum. 

If  soil  is  dry,  water  may  be  put  on.  Let  it  run 
on  slowly  and  don’t  spare  the  water — it’s  cheap. 

Don't  think  water  will  take  the  place  of  thorough 
cultivation — it  won’t. 

You  will  have  a better  garden  if  you  use  the  hoes 
more,  and  the  hose  less. 

Weeds  are  garden  robbers.  Kill  them  when  they 
are  small. 

Buy  only  first-class,  reputable  materials  even  if 
it  means  less  of  them.  Rely  mainly  on  time-tried 
varieties.  As  you  acquire  skill  and  a knowledge  of 
your  garden’s  possibilities,  experiment  cautiously 
with  novelties. 

Get  a good  sprayer. 

Hoe  often  to  loosen  the  soil  and  hold  moisture 
around  the  roots  of  the  plants. 

You  can  not  do  good  work  with  poor  tools.  Have 
a good  hoe,  rake,  fork,  and  spade. 

A small  hand  cultivator  will  make  you  feel  like  a 
professional  gardener.  It  will  soon  pay  for  itself,  too. 


Complete  cultural  directions  are  given  on  every  packet  of  Pakro  Seedtape 
and  Seeds  and  also  information  regarding  the  proper  preparation  and  care 
of  the  soil.

Explanations 

Class  A.  Crops  that  should  be  partly  grown  in  frames  or  seed-bed  out- 
of-doors  before  being  transplanted  to  garden.  All  plants  under  Class  A are 
so  spaced  in  Seedtape  as  to  eliminate  pricking  out  the  seedlings.  (But  the 
plants  should  be  transplanted  to  their  permanent  place  when  4 to  8 inches 
tall.)  We  have  found  this  to  be  more  advantageous  to  our  customers  than 
spacing  the  seeds  at  the  distance  the  plants  should  be  at  maturity  which  is 
from  I to  2 feet. 

Class  B.  Crops  that  occupy  the  ground  for  the  whole  or  the  greater  part 
of  the  season. 

Class  C.  Crops  that  should  be  sown  several  times  a season  to  insure  a 
continuous  supply. 

Class  D.  Crops  which  may  be  cleared  away  in  time  to  sow  or  plant  some- 
thing else.  For  very  late  planting  early  varieties  should  be  used. 

Class  E.  Crops  which  may  be  sown  or  planted  on  the  ground  where 
early  crops  have  been  grown  and  cleared  off. 

Class  F.  Seeds  that  may  be  sown  as  soon  as  the  ground  can  be  worked 
into  fine  friable  condition. 

Class  G.  Seeds  should  not  be  sown  until  the  ground  is  thoroughly 
warmed  (about  when  the  maples  start  to  leaf). 


Thinning  Out 

Throughout  this  catalog  we  say  that  thinning  out  is  practically  eliminated, 
but  in  the  making  of  Seedtape  it  is  necessary  to  so  place  the  seeds  as  to 
procure  a good  stand  under  all  conditions.  Hence,  under  some  conditions 
and  with  some  varieties,  a small  amount  of  thinning  out  is  necessary.  We 
ask  our  customers  to  use  their  own  good 
judgment  in  this  and  not  to  let  the  plants 
become  over-crowded.  For  the  most  part 
this  thinning  out  may  be  readily  done 
with  a hoe.  a big  advantage  over  getting 
down  on  your  hands  and  knees;  also, 
there  i«  less  danger  of  harming  the  plants 
that  are  to  remain  when  only  two  to  four 
plants  to  the  foot  must  be  pulled  out.  as 
from  rows  planted  with  Seedtape,  against 
the  dozens  that  must  be  pulled  from 
rows  planted  with  loose  seed. 


A careful  study  of  this  book 
will  answer  nearly  all  your 
questions  in  regard  to  planting, 
fertilization,  care  and  culture.

SEEDTAPE  PLANTER 

Used  in  large  acreage  planting  of  Seedtape  in 
the  onion  and  sugar  beet  industries  and  for 
general  truck  farming. 


Don’t  try  “watchful  waiting”  for  bugs,  worms, 
and  other  vermin.  Swat  ’em  or  they  will  spoil  your 
plants. 

Kerosene  Emulsion  is  an  excellent  insecticide. 
Put  one-fourth  pint  of  the  liquid  in  a gallon  of  water. 
Stir  until  mixed  and  apply  with  a sprayer. 

Black-Leaf  40  destroys  aphis,  thrips,  and  other 
sucking  insects.  Mix  with  water  and  spray. 

Pyrox  will  control  fungous  diseases.  Buy  it 
almost  anywhere.  Follow  directions  on  the  box. 

Sometimes  a heavy  or  moderate  rain  will  crust 
the  soil.  Look  out  for  this.  Cratch  up  the 
surface,  being  careful  not  to  disturb  the  ground 
too  deeply,  ^edlings  cannot  get  through  a hard 
crust  of  earth. 

Before  transplanting  soak  the  soil  where  the 
seedlings  are,  and  where  they  are  going  (unless  the 
latter  is  of  a clay  type).  Lift  each  plant  with  as 
much  soil  as  possible  and  do  not  expose  it  to  the 
sun  or  wind  any  longer  than  absolutely  necessary; 
set  it  a trifle  deeper  than  it  stood  before;  firm  the 
soil  around  it;  clip  off  the  outer  leaves  to  check 
evaporation. 

Plant  small,  quick  growers  like  Lettuce.  Radishes, 
etc.,  between  the  rows  of  larger,  slower  maturing 
sorts.  In  the  case  of  early  sorts  such  as  Spinach , start 
Tomatoes,  Corn,  etc.,  between  the  rows  to  occupy 
the  ground  after  the  former  is  harvested. 

Never  cultivate  or  handle  any  kind  of  Beans  when 
the  vines  are  wet.  This  is  the  easiest  way  to  spread 
a serious  disease  and  ruin  the  crop. 

Success  against  weeds  means  keeping  them  out, 
not  taking  them  out  after  they  get  in. 

To  ensure  a succession  of  such  plants  as  Peas, 
Beans,  Lettuce,  Radishes,  Beets.  Kohlrabi,  etc.,  sow 
a fresh  row  every  week  or  ten  days.  In  many  places 
throughout  this  catalog  you  will  find  varieties  listed 
that  follow  each  other  in  succession.  Use  them.  It 
saves  frequent  planting.

Grass  is  the  carpet  Mother  Nature  provides  to  cover  the  ground.  If  there  is  no  grass,  your  home-surround- 
ings look  bare;  if  there  is  an  abundance  of  soft  green  grass,  your  home-grounds  will  not  only  be  more  pleasing 
both  to  yourself  and  the  people  passing  by,  but  they  will  also  add  value  to  your  home.

First,  clean  your  lawn  with  a rake  and  remove  all  coarse  clumps  of  grass.  Rake  the  soil  finely  in  all 
bare  spots.  Sow  the  seed  by  wa  king  first  one  way  across  your  lawn  scattering  the  seed  by  handfuls  as  evenly 
as  possible,  then  do  the  same  thing  while  walking  the  other  way.  or  first  from  north  to  south,  then  from  east  to 
west.  By  sowing  this  way  you  will  get  an  even  distribution.  Sow  on  a mild  day  if  possible,  or,  better  still,  when 
a light  rain  is  falling;  wind  has  a tendency  to  blow  the  lighter  seeds,  while  the  heavy  seed  drops  in  one  place, 
often  causing  a patchy  appearance  after  grass  grows,  due  to  the  different  varieties  of  seed  being  separated. 

After  the  seed  is  sown,  roll  the  lawn  both  lengthwise  and  crosswise,  same  as  in  planting,  and  after  the  seed 
has  produced  grass  continue  to  roll  often,  except  in  real  dry,  hot  weather.  This  is  a great  benefit  because  most 
grasses  do  not  root  veiy*  deeply  and  it  is  important  to  keep  the  roots  in  close  contact  with  the  soil. 

Water  frequently,  but  don’t  merely  sprinkle  the  soil — saturate  thoroughly. 

Provision  should  be  made  in  ordering  so  that  you  will  have  enough  seed  for  a succession  of  growth,  so  that 
there  will  be  no  break  in  the  richness  of  the  verdure  from  spring  until  autumn. 

Grass  needs  more  than  cutting  and  watering.  It  needs  to  be  supplied  at  least  three  times  during  spring, 
summer,  and  autumn  with  a sowing  of  grass  seed.
